Riot not major: Officials 

Prison director, union say Burnside jail running smoothly

The man in charge of jails 
says this week’s riot in 
Burnside was not a major 
incident and, in a rare 
agreement, both 
operators and the union 
say the prison is function¬ 
ing well. 

Tuesday night’s flare-up 
involving 17 men trashing 
a common room at the 
Central Nova Scotia Cor¬ 
rectional Facility was not 
as serious as a riot that 
took place in April 2009, 
said executive director of 
corrections David Horner. 

Last year’s event in¬ 
volved 59 prisoners refus¬ 
ing to return to their cells, 


lighting fires and destroy¬ 
ing property. Eight in¬ 
mates were eventually 
charged and the damage 
was pegged at $30,000. 

Horner said things have 
gotten steadily better at 
Burnside. 

“There’s certainly noth¬ 
ing wrong with the jail. 
We have made substantive 
improvements over the 
last couple years,” he said. 

Those changes include 
increased training and 
bringing in at least 28 new 
staff members, he said. 

“Every correctional facil¬ 
ity has challenges. Offend¬ 
er populations are offend¬ 
er populations, it’s as sim¬ 
ple as that,” said Horner. 

In recent years the 
union and government

have clashed over training, 
equipment, staffing levels 
and overcrowding of pris¬ 
oners at Burnside. But yes¬ 
terday Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employ¬ 
ees Union president Joan 
Jessome seconded many of 
Horner’s views. 

“I agree, I think we’ve 
come along way at (Burn¬ 
side) although there’s still 
work refusals and there’s 
still issues with safety and 
always will be with correc¬ 
tions,” said Jessome. 

She cited more training 


and equipment as signs of 
improvement. But she said 
there are concerns about 
inmates not getting 
charged for assaults on 
staff members. 

Jessome said “everything 
worked” in containing the 
riot and it was efficiently 
resolved. However, she 
said future riots are likely 
inevitable. 

“It can happen. It can 
happen on a regular basis,” 
she said. 

There have been other 
issues at the jail. In Janu¬ 
ary 2009, a man died in 
what was deemed a homi¬ 
cide. This year, another 
man took his own life, 
leaving his family asking 
how that was able to hap¬ 
pen.

'Mechanical issues' suspected in derailment 


train A mechanical prob¬ 
lem with a freight car is the 
likeliest cause of a derail¬ 
ment on Sunday that forced 
the evacuation of seven 
families in northeastern 
Nova Scotia, says a 
spokesman for the railway 
company. 

Peter Touesnard, vice- 
president of Rail America 
Inc., said yesterday his com¬ 
pany has ruled out criminal 
activity, track conditions or 
the handling of the train as 
possible causes, and the 
company’s investigation is 
“focused on mechanical is¬ 


sues” with a freight car. 

Fourteen cars tumbled off 
about 300 metres of track 
operated by the Cape Bre¬ 
ton and Central Nova Scotia 
Sunday, including six that 
were carrying either 
propane or butane and one 
car that had a residue of hy¬ 
drogen peroxide. The other 
derailed cars were carrying 
paper. 

Meanwhile, the company 
had a second derailment in 
Stellarton, about 30 kilome¬ 
tres to the west of the inci¬ 
dent in Avondale, yester¬ 
day. Touesnard said the de¬ 


railment happened at a 
very low speed and was not 
considered a serious inci¬ 
dent. 

The company’s last de¬ 
railment was 2 / years ago 
in Havre Boucher, when a 
mechanical problem with a 
box car caused several cars 
to derail. 

The railway also had a se¬ 
rious derailment in April 
2004, when nine cars carry¬ 
ing propane and butane 
rolled off the tracks, forcing 
the evacuation of two 
schools and several homes.

It could have 
been worse’ 

Crew patrols site of Porters Lake 
fire for hazards such as hot spots 

For residents around 
Porters Lake, it must have 

felt like deja vu. _ 


Two years plus two days 
after a massive fire in the 
area of Porters Lake and 
Lake Echo forced the evacu¬ 
ation of 5,000 people and 
consumed almost 2,000 
hectares of land, yet anoth¬ 
er brush fire took shape in 
the region Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

But unlike the 2008 fire, 
this out-of-control blaze in 
the Middle Porters Lake 
area was under control 
within several hours. 

Still, officials with the 
province’s Department of 
Natural Resources realize 
Tuesday’s fire has shaken 
the community again and 
are working to put all the 
residents’ minds at ease. 

“We’re working very dili¬ 
gently with HRM to make 
these people feel comfort¬ 
able in their homes again,” 
said Dave Steeves, techni¬ 
cian, forest resources, for 
DNR. “This fire, for in¬ 
stance, we are going to be 
on this until we are sure it 
has been extinguished. We 
don’t set a time frame for 
that because when it comes 
to fire, the situation can 
change minute by minute. 

“We’re going to be here 
until we are no longer need¬ 
ed to be here.” 

About 30 firefighters with 
DNR and Halifax Regional 
Fire and Emergency were 
on scene yesterday, doing

what Steeves called “mop- 
up” work. He said the fire 
was contained and con¬ 
trolled, but crews were 
looking for hot spots and 
other hazards. 

Thirty-four homes on the 
1000 block of West Porters 
Lake Road were evacuated 
for precautionary reasons 
from the blaze contained to 
about a single hectare near 
Old Minesville Road. 

No homes were damaged, 
and residents were allowed 
back into their homes by 9 
p.m. Tuesday. 

“With the weather condi¬ 
tions being what they were 
yesterday, it could have 
been worse,” Steeves con¬ 
ceded. “It doesn’t take 
much to make the situation 
worse when your winds 
(are) as high and erratic as 
they were yesterday.”

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No answers on riot cause

Corrections officials say 
they don’t know if the 
stabbing of an inmate 
sparked Tuesday night’s ri¬ 
ot at the Central Nova Cor¬ 
rectional Centre in 
Burnside. 

One prisoner was 
stabbed in three places 
during a clash with two 
other men in a north unit 
common room, correc¬ 
tions services executive di¬ 
rector David Horner con¬ 
firmed yesterday at a news 
conference. 

The injured prisoner was 
sent to hos¬ 
pital and re¬ 
leased a cou¬ 
ple of hours 
later. He 
even made a 
scheduled 
court ap¬ 
pearance 
yesterday 
morning on 
another 
matter. But it was shortly 
after the stabbing that the 
situation broke down. 

As per usual policy, the 
centre went into complete 
lockdown after the stab¬ 
bing. But a group of 17 in¬ 
mates in the west unit 
common room refused to 
comply. Staff isolated the 
room as the inmates 
trashed windows, sprin¬ 
klers and recreation equip¬ 
ment. 

“I have no information 
at this time that would 


suggest there’s a connec¬ 
tion here,” said Horner, re¬ 
ferring to the earlier stab¬ 
bing. 

Some men covered their 
faces by using t-shirts and 
towels as masks and also 
used wet paper towels to 
cover security cameras. 
There were initial reports 
that projectile weapons 
were involved but Horner 
said he could neither con¬ 
firm nor deny this. 


Police were called but 
never entered the facility. 
Horner said they were 
there in the unlikely event 
someone managed to es¬ 
cape through the broken 
windows that he estimated 
were six inches wide. 

Eventually a team of ar¬ 
moured guards entered 
the room and the prison¬ 
ers returned to their cells. 
A little under three hours 
after it started, the riot was 


over. Horner said he did 
not believe there was any 
direct contact between the 
guards and prisoners and 
no pepper spray or batons 
were used. 

Much of the jail remains 
in lockdown as police in¬ 
vestigate and search for 
the weapon used in the 
stabbing. 

Horner said it’s too soon 
to say what criminal 
charges may be pending.

Nurse faces 
reprimand for 
vaccine use

has been reprimanded for 
misappropriating swine flu 
vaccine and immunizing 
his family in their home 
during an outbreak of the 
pandemic last fall. 

In a decision posted on 
its website, the College of 
Registered Nurses of Nova 
Scotia says Andrew Thomas 
Bursey was off on sick leave 
when he took the vaccine 
from his undisclosed work¬ 
place on Oct. 28, 2009, and 
vaccinated himself. 

The decision says Bursey, 
a longtime nurse, also 
reconstituted the vaccine 
without proper training, 
administered the vaccine to 
his family without authori¬ 
zation and outside of a 
“qualified health-care facili¬ 
ty-” 

The college’s complaints 
commission found that 
Bursey’s actions constitut¬ 
ed professional misconduct 
and issued the reprimand 
on June 1. the Canadian press

Bedford residents got a 
glimpse into one possible 
future for their area’s wa¬ 
terfront last night.

Federal political parties 
have joined forces to 
ensure notorious sex killer 
Karla Homolka won’t be 
pardoned for her 
gruesome crimes. 

The four parties struck an 
llth-hour deal late yester¬ 
day to hive off measures in 
a pardon-reform bill that 
would effectively ban Ho¬ 
molka from receiving a par¬ 
don. The measures are to be 
passed at all stages by the 
end of the day today, when 
the House of Commons is 
expected to adjourn for the 
summer. 

The Senate, which will sit 
several weeks longer, must 
also pass the bill before it 
can go into effect. 

Other more contentious 
provisions of the bill will 
proceed at a more leisurely 


pace when Parliament re¬ 
sumes in late September. 

Homolka, who served a 
12-year sentence for her 
role in the rape-murders of 
Ontario teens Leslie Ma- 
haffy and Kristen French, is 
eligible to apply for a par¬ 
don as of July 4. 

“My family is forced to re¬ 
live the pain and horror 
eveiy time that woman’s 
name is in the news. A par¬ 
don would be unthinkable,” 
said Talin French-Doyle, 
one of Kristen French’s rela¬ 
tives, in a press release. 

“Forgiveness is the right 


of a victim, not a require¬ 
ment of the State.” 

There is no confirmation 
that Homolka actually 
plans to apply for a pardon. 
But the theoretical prospect 
led to an ugly round of fin¬ 
ger-pointing yesterday 
among the four parties over 
who would be held respon¬ 
sible if the pardon reform 
bill isn’t passed in time to 
prevent a possible Homolka 
pardon.

BP bows to Obama’s demands, 
will pay out $20B for spill fund 


BP CEO ‘personally devastated’ 


Washington After intense 
negotiations, BP yesterday 
bowed to U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s demand 
for a $20-billion US fund to 
compensate victims of the 
disastrous oil spill in the 
Gulf of Mexico. The hum¬ 
bled chairman of the giant 
British company apolo¬ 
gized to the American peo¬ 
ple for the horrendous acci¬ 
dent. 

BP is suspending its divi¬ 
dends to shareholders for 
the rest of this year to help 
pay for the costs, said chair¬ 
man Carl-Henric Svanberg. 

Obama announced the 
agreement after a four- 
hour meeting between 
White House and BP offi¬ 
cials, with the president 
participating for various 
portions. 

He also announced the 
company had agreed to set 
up a separate $ 100-million

Kurds urged to ban female circumcision 


IRAQ Human Rights Watch 
called on Kurdish authori¬ 
ties in northern Iraq to ban 
the practice of female geni¬ 
tal mutilation, and said in a 
report released yesterday 
that the majority of women 
in the self-ruled region un¬ 
dergo the medically risky 
and emotionally painful 
procedure. 

Female circumcision in¬ 
volves the removal of a 
girl’s clitoris and some¬ 
times also other genital 
parts, usually shortly after 


birth or at a young age. 

Critics say it can lead to 
painful sexual intercourse, 
complications in 
childbirth and 
eliminates any 
pleasure for 
women during 
sex. 

The procedure 
was performed on 
nearly 73 per cent of 
1,408 Kurdish women and 
girls, aged 14 and older, 
who were interviewed as 
part of a study conducted 


between September 2007 
and May 2008.

U.S. doubles funds for 
cycling, walking projects 


The Obama administration 
more than doubled trans¬ 
portation spending on bi¬ 
cycling and walking last 
year as it seeks to coax 
Americans out of their 
cars, according to a Federal 
Highway Administration 
report released yesterday. 

Spending on biking and 
walking projects rose to 
$1.2 billion in 2009 from 
less than $600 million in 
2008. Twenty years ago, 
the federal government 
was spending only $6 mil¬ 
lion a year on such proj¬ 
ects. 

The spending on biking 
and walking projects was 


scheduled to rise last year 
anyway, but the adminis¬ 
tration boosted it with 
$400 million in funds set 
aside under the economic 
recovery program. 

The new focus on biking 
and walking represents a 
turnaround from the ad¬ 
ministration of former U.S. 
president George W. Bush. 
Mary Peters, transporta¬ 
tion secretary under Bush, 
dismissed biking paths and 
trails as projects that “real¬ 
ly are not transportation,” 
saying they had no place in 
federal transportation poli¬ 
cy.

As 32 teams compete in 
South Africa for soccer’s 
highest prize, a musical 
outpouring by artists and 
supporters from London to 
Berlin to Seoul is urging 
their teams to victory — 
or, in England’s case, beg¬ 
ging them not to disap¬ 
point the fans again. 

England’s vast number of 
patriotic soccer anthems 
stand in contrast to its mea¬ 
gre success in international 
competition.

It's time we creatively focus on the 
youth and prevention," says Louis Brill, 
President and CEO of LANS. 

Brill and his team learned that kids 
don't want to be told what to do; rather, 
they're looking to create and then lead 
change."We have an opportunity to pro¬ 
vide them with the tools and vehicles for 
success.

The Lung Association's first effort was 
a Youtube contest that embodied the

'Stroke of luck’ 

Phil Collins remains humble in light of Songwriters award

Even though he has writ¬ 
ten songs that have 
become etched into pop 
culture, from Against All 
Odds to In the Air Tonight, 
Phil Collins insists he has 
no special formula for 
writing a hit. 

“It’s all a stroke of luck, 
it’s a complete accident,” 
he said in an interview this 
week. “Fve never purpose¬ 
ly crafted a song to be a hit 
my life.” 

But luck rarely strikes so 
often. So, tonight, the 
Songwriters Hall of Fame 
will give the former Gene¬ 
sis frontman its highest 
honour, the Johnny Mercer 
Award, during ceremonies 
in New York City. 

It’s the second major ho¬ 
nour this year for the 59- 
year-old Collins; in March, 
Genesis was inducted into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame. 

Collins has already been 
inducted into the Song¬ 
writers Hall of Fame, but 
getting this special honour 
was such a shock, he 
didn’t quite believe it.

We visit Mezza to take ad¬ 
vantage of their $25 Movie 
and Dinner special. 

There are choices of two 
courses — appetizer and an 
entree, or an entree and 
dessert. We forgo dessert 
and choose two appetizers 
— the requisite Lebanese 
hummus which is tangy 
and delicious, and Laham 
BAgein, two turnovers 
stuffed with ground beef, 
pine nuts and onions with a 
hint of lemon. 

The Kafta Kebab entree is 
excellent — a skewer of 
minced local lamb, mixed 
with herbs. I choose rice as 
my side dish, cooked with 
tiny vermicelli noodles. My 
pal enjoys the Beef Kebab- 
tender chunks of sirloin 
marinated in garlic and

spices. As an accompani¬ 
ment, he has lemony roast¬ 
ed potatoes. 

Both dishes are served 
with Fatouch, a colourful 
salad of Romaine lettuce, 
parsley, tomatoes, cucum¬ 
bers, red onions, bell pep¬ 
pers, radish, and bits of 
crispy pita bread — all 
tossed with a dressing of 
lemon, mint and olive oil. 

With our meal we sip a 
glass of Lebanon’s lovely red 
wine, Kasara ($8.50 —not 
included in the special) and 
then head out to the movie 
theatre just a minute away.

Iron Skillet Shrimp 
with Lemon Chili 
Blitter

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 
INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup quartered cherry 
tomatoes 

1/4 cup unsalted butter 
2 tsp seeded and finely 
chopped jalapeno pepper 

2 tsp finely chopped garlic 
1 tsp lemon zest 

1 tbsp lemon juice 
1 tsp kosher salt 
1/4 tsp freshly ground 
black pepper 

3 tbsp olive oil 

1 lb large shrimp (21-30 
per pound), peeled, 
deveined and dried on pa¬ 
per towels 

2 tbsp chopped parsley 

1 loaf country white bread 
or focaccia, sliced and 
toasted 

METHOD: 

1. In the small bowl of a 
food processor, combine 
butter, jalapeno, garlic, 
lemon zest and juice, 1/4 
tsp salt and pepper; 


process until well blended. 
Slowly add 2 tablespoons 
of oil and continue to 
process until smooth. 
Transfer to a small bowl 
and place in freezer until 
firm, about 5 minutes. 

2. Toss shrimp in oil and 
salt. Heat over high heat 
until it begins to smoke. 
Add shrimp in a single lay¬ 
er and cook, turning once, 
until they are opaque in 
the centre and pinlc in 
colour, about 2 minutes 
per side. Add tomatoes and 
stir briefly. Remove skillet 
from heat, add butter and 
shake pan it has melted. 
Add parsley, stir and trans¬ 
fer skillet directly to table.
